(57) A method of sealing a joint be- 
tween two parts 10, 12 of an enclosure 
comprises machining identical grooves 
14, 16 in the mating faces of the two 
parts, assembling the two parts 
together and injecting a sealing com- 
pound into the groove between the 
parts. When used for screening a radio 
frequency source within the enclosure, 
the sealing compound may comprise a 
silver loaded rubber.

8. A method as claimed in any preceding claim in 
which the sealing compound comprises a silver 
loaded rubber. 
5 9. An enclosure sealed by the method as claimed 
in any preceding claim. 

10. A method of sealing a joint substantially as 
her inbefore d scribed with reference to the accom- 
panying drawings. 
10 11. An enclosure sealed by the method substan- 
tially as hereinbefore described with reference to the 
accompanying drawings. 
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
